PETER BONETTI (32): Has 
just completed his 15th 
season of first class goal- 
keeping with Chelsea, 
making over 600 first 
team appearances. Joined 
Chelsea as a junior and 
signed professional by Ted 
Drake in 1960. Has seven 
England caps and 12 un- 
der 23 caps. Toured Aust- 
ralia in 1965 with Chelsea. 


JOHN PHILLIPS (22): 
Goalkeeper who played his 
first international match 
for Wales against England 
at Wembley in May _ last 
year. Signed from Aston 
Villa for £25,000 in Aug- 
ust 1970. His father and 
grandfather ‘both played 
for Shrewsbury, where 
John started his League 
career in 1968.
